Subject, —Schedule of conditions relating to the issue of licences for imports under 
the UK/India Maintenance Loan, 1972. 

No. 14 -ITC(PN)/ 73 . —The terms and conditions governing the issuance of 
licences under the UK/Indin Maintenance Loan, 1972. dated 9th November 1972 
as given in the Appendix to this Public Notice are notified for information of 
the trade. 

Appendix 

Licensing conditions governing import licences for imports under UK/India 
Maintenance Loan, 1972 dated 9th November, 1972. 

The import licence will be vnlid for imports only from the UK of goods or 
materials wholly or mainly produced or manufactured in the UK. It should be 
ensured while placing a contract against the licence that the non-UK element, if 
any, does not exceed 20 per cent of the F.O.B. value of the contract as otherwise 
the payments arising out of such a contract may become ineligible for financing 
under the U.K. Loan. Where the non-U.K. element in any contract is likely to 
exceed this limit, the importer should refer the case (giving complete details 
Including a copy of the certificate of origin or other communication indicating the 
percentage) to the Controller of Aid Accounts, Ministry of Finance, Department 
of Economic Affairs and his approval obtained before entering into a firm commit¬ 
ment or contract with the foreign supplier. 
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2. Within a fortnight of the receipt of the import licence, the importer should 
intimate to the Department of Economic Affairs, (WE II Section) the details of 
the import licence viz, No. and date etc. A copy of this communication should 
also be sent to the Controller of Aid Accounts, Department of Economic Affairs, 
Jeeven Deep Building, 10-Parliament Street, New Delhi. The licence will be valid 
for a period of tweleve months. All payments must be completed within a month 
of the expiry of the licence, Individual payments must be arranged upon ship¬ 
ment of goods. Credit facilities, when offered by suppliers can be availed of upto 
90 days from the date of shipment provided no interest charges are payable for 
the credit extended (directly or indirectly) and all payments are completed within 
the period indicated herein. 

3. Each import licence number will contain a suffix “ML" and the full licence 
number Including this suffix and the date of the licence should be entered In all 
the documents required to be submitted to the Government In connection with 
the imports under the licence. However, where an Import licence is issued with 
reference to the sum of £ 1.5 million earmarked within the UK/India Maintenance 
Loan 1972 for allocations under the import policy for Established Imports, the 
licence will be affixed with the rubber-stamp “UK/Indfa Mafntenance Loan 1972, 
1.5 million Segment for Established Importers.’’ (This will be In addition to the 
suffix “ML” mentioned above), 

N.B.—The payment procedure and the documentation laid down in paragraph 
5 and 6 below will apply to allocations under the £ 1.5 million Segment also. 

4. Firm orders on C.I.F, or C & F basis (FOB/FAS if so desired by Govern¬ 
ment Departments, public sector undertakings) must be placed on the supplier 
in the U.K. (which expression includes the Channel Islands and the Isle of Man) 
within four months from the date of issue of the import licence. The authorised 
dealers in foreign exchange will n >t allow remittances or facility to establish 
letters of credits unless satisfactory documentary evidence is produced by the 
licensee indicating that orders have been placed within the prescribed period of 
four months. In cases where orders could not be placed within this period, the 
licensee should approach the licence issuing authority with detailed justification 
for getting the prescribed period for ordering suitably extended. Only on produc¬ 
tion of a letter from the license issuing authority, indicating the extension of the 
period for ordering, should the auiborised dealers ih foreign exchange allow the 
facility of remittance or establishing letters of credit in cases where orders have 
not been placed within the first four months. The some drill will apply to cases 
for Subsequent extensions also. 

5- Payments to the U.K. Suppliers can b,s arranged through normal banking 
channels, by making remittances. Any payments towards Indian agent’s commis¬ 
sion should be made in rupees in India- Such payments, however will form part 
of the licence value and will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

6. For obtaining reimbursements under the loan, the Government of India, 
have to furnish to tho U.K. authorities a copy of the Form ‘A’ (Reserve Bank 
Application form for remittance in foreign currency) duly completed and bearing 
the signature of a bank in India certifying- the payments that have been alhorised 
by that bank, and supported by a copv of a certificate of origin from the contrac¬ 
tor in the U.K. dulv signtd by hi nr in the form set out in Appendix ‘B’ 
or Appendix B (Chemicals) whichever is appropriate. Specimens of these 
certificates are attached as Annexure I and Annexure IT respectively. The 
licensee should arrange to obtain from the supplier in the U.K. adequate number 
of copies or photostat copies of the appropriate certificate of origin so that each 
time a payment is arranged copy of th e certificate of origin duly siened can be 
attached to the Form ‘A’ which, together with a copy of the appropriate certificate 
of origin, will be sent to the Ministry of Finance by the authorised dealer. As 
soon as the payment is made, the authorised dealer will ensure that in respect 
of each payment the Form ‘A’ dulv completed and a copy of thr supportine 
certificate to origin f duly siened by UK. contractor) are sent to the Controller of 
Aid Accounts, Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs), Economic 
Aid Accounts-Branch, Jeevan Deep Building. 10. Parliament Street, New Delhi-1 
under advice to the Importer. It must be ensured that all the appropriate 
columns in Form ‘A’ are filled in correctly and completely. The full licence num¬ 
ber including the suffix ‘ML’ and an indication whether the licence relates to 
the £ 1,5 million segment and the date thereof should appear on each Form ‘A’ 
without fail. The certificate by the Authorised dealer should clearly bring out 
the name cf tho foreign bank through which the payment has been mode In the 
supplier and the date on which the payment has been made authorised. None 
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of the important columns in Form ‘A’ or the certificate of origin should be left 
blank. 

Note. —These arrangements do not absolve the licensee of his responsibility to 
ensure that all Forms ‘A’ are forwarded from time to time by the banks to the 
Ministry of Finance as indicated above duly completed in all respects and duly 
supported by the relevant certificate of origin. 

7. A quarterly report, as in Annexure III showing the utilisation status of the 
licence, should be furnished to the Controller of Aid Accounts, Ministry of 
Finance (Department of Economic Affairs), Economic Aid Accounts Branch, 
(CAA), Jeevan Deep Building, 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi-1, until the 
licence is fully utilised with a copy each to WE II Section, Ministry of Finance 
(Department of Economic Affairs), North Block, New Delhi and foreign exchange 
credit section of Department of Industrial Development. 

8 . If any refunds are received by the licensee from the Supplier, the shipper 
or the insurer, a full report showing the amounts received together with other 
relevant particulars, should be sent to the Ministry of Finance at the address 
indicated in para 7 above, as and when such refunds are received. The report 
regarding refunds should be as in the proforma in Annexure IV. 

9. It should be understood that the Government of India will not undertake 
any responsibility for disputes, If any, which may arise between the licensee and 
the suppliers. 

10. The licensee shall promptly comply with any directions, instructions or 
orders issued by the Government regarding any and all matters arising from or 
pertaining to the Import licence and for meeting all obligations under Ihe credit 
agreement. 

11. Any breach or violation of the above conditions will result in appropriate 
action under the Import and Exports (Central) Act.
